Powerful Soviet Forces 
In 45 Miles of Tallinn, 


Estonian Capital 


LONDON, Friday, Sept. 22.— 
()—Russian troops racing across 
the top of Estonia at a mile-an- 
hour clip yesterday drove to with- 
in 45 miles of Tallinn, Estonian 
capital, as another Red army 
swept down the western slopes of 
Romania’s mountain chain and 
reached the great Hungarian plain 
48 miles from Szeged, Hungary’s 
second city. 


Marshal Malinovsky’s Second 
Ukraine army in western Roma- 
nia was 17 miles from Hungary’s 
prewar frontier and 138 miles 
from the Hungarian capital of 
Budapest. 

His men were expected to cross 
the Hungarian border soon with 
the aim of trapping all German 
and Hungarian forces pinned 
down in northern Transylvania, 
and knocking out Hungary. 

Although Moscow was silent on 
the impending decision at War- 
saw, Berlin indicated the Russians 
had established bridgeheads on 
the western bank of the Vistula 
river. 

On the Estonian front, Marshal 
|_Govorov’s Leningrad army ripped 
to pieces Nazi defenses, sweeping 
through 300 more towns and _ vil- 
_lages.

ROME, Sept. 21.—(#)—Greek troops of the Eighth Army plunged 
into the port of Rimini today, cracking the Adriatic anchor of the 
Germans’ Gothic line, a field dispatch from Associated Press Corre- 
spondent Lynn Heinzerling said tonight. 


Sloshing through a drizzling 
the Greeks swept the Ger- 
mans out of the once-beautiful city 
and hoisted their flag over the 
main post office, the dispatch said. 
The Nazi position in Rimini, 
gateway to the Po valley, was 
made untenable by the speedy 
flanking of Canadian troops to the 
west of the city and by a heavy 
assault from the air.

Congress Asks 
World Pact To 
Ban ‘Press Gag 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(#) 
The United States congress, by], 
unanimous votes, today called for 
international compacts guarantee- 
ing a free sinterchange of news 
among the nations of the world. 

The senate and house, which 
had heard a number of members 
declare that an untrammeled flow 
of independent news would be a 
major factor in promoting world 
peace, adopted the resolution as 
their final legislative act before 
recessing until November 14, “ 


The resolution reads: 


“Resolved that the congress of 
the United States expresses its be- 
lief in the world-wide right of in- 
terchange of news by news gather 
ing and _ distributing agencies, 
whether individual or associate, 
by any means without discrimina- 
tion as to sources, distribution, 
rates or charges; and that this 
right should be protected by in- 


ternational compact.” 


The resolution was drawn up 
by a subcommittee of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. Rep. 
Fulbright, Democrat, Ark., assert- 
ed that the dictators established 
their iron grip and thus made 
their prosecutian of the war pos- 
sible by first muzzling the press 
and radio, then completely con- 
trolling it.

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‘Factories Can't Employ Everybody 


Theré is a panacea for almost, all our 
postwar problems. 


It is jobs. 


Given jobs the men demobilized from 
service and war plants will fall imme- 
diately into a pattern of calmness and 
reasonableness. In that situation plans 
may be discussed without rancor and 
without being buffeted by harsh preju- 
dices. On the basis of employment great 
progress in all lines will be possible. 


Without them there will be the in-~ 


evitable discontents, conflicts and success- 
ful appeals to prejudices and to all the 
passions of class conflict. 


A thoughtful article has appeared in 
Harper’s Magazine entitled, “Factories 
Can’t Employ Everybody.” Written by C. 
Hartley Grattan, author of “The Future of 
Foreign Trade,” it is especially interesting 
at a time when so many persons are think- 
ing that the answer to demobilization of 
armed forces and war plants in the future 
is to add more factories. 


Mr. Grattan hammers home a few 
elementary facts. First, that it will be im- 
possible for the factories to employ more 
than a fraction of the millions released 
from the services.and war work. Second, 
that this is nothing to cause despair be- 


cause the first essential is that workers be 
properly distributed and the best distribu- 
tion will be when fewer Americans are 
engaged in manufacturing and a larger 
proportion: engaged in the services indus- 
tries. These industries must be given every 
opportunity to expand. By services indus- 
tries he means trade, transportation, pub- 
lic service, professional service, office 
workers generally, advertising, newspaper 
and radio workers, architects and all re- 
lated trades and services. These are but 
a few of the services industries. It is a 
little startling to discover that under peace- 
time conditions there were as mahy Amer- 
icans working in service industries as in 
manufacturing and agriculture combined, 


So, the economist concludes, build a 
new factory if there is a need-for it, but 
really to solve the problem of employ- 
ment he urges that we think in terms of 
giving every encouragement to the local 
stores, hotels, restaurants, laundries, 
schools, hospitals, resorts, 


If we fail to bring about an expansion 
of these service industries we probably 
will fail at the overall job. This’ would 


‘seem to be at least a part of the answer 


to those who insist that the only solution 
is to find some industries which will keep 
going all the war plants that have been 
built. 


Keep the Pipelines of Supply Flowing 


Assurance of victory in ‘the campaigns 
in France was, primarily, based upon Al- 
lied overwhelming superiority in material. 
Sheer weight of guns and tanks and planes 
and every weapon overpowered the best 
the Germans could bring against us. 

It is known that the Alfied command 
has a supply which will give the combat 
forces everything they can ask for for 
months to come. Furthermore, similar 
supply for months after the war is done 
must be provided, or our high command 
would be criminally negligent. 


. Nor can the command consider, in their 
problems of supply, the possibility -of an 
early end to the fighting in Europe. Re- 
gardless of reports, rumors and indications 
that the Germans are near the end of 
their rope, military preparedness can take 
no chances, the pipe lines of supply must 
be kept full. 

As our armies advance toward, and into, 
Germany our lines of supply grow longer, 
but this need not hamper. For, now we 
are fast taking -into our control all of 


France, many magnificent ports of entry 
become available. Atlantic coast ports will 
permit direct delivery from:+the United 
States. There was a time, in those first 
dragging weeks after D-Day, when every 
ounce of supplies had to be laboriously 
carried across the beaches. But, with the 
taking of the French ports, those days 
have gone forever. ! 


For the home front, the lésson to be 
learned from the victory in France is that 
it is, fundamentally, up to the workers 
in American war industry to see that the 
supply pipelines to our fighting men are 
kept filled. Only thus can we guarantee 
continuance of the overwhelming superi- 
ority of material which assures victory. 


Strikes, absenteeism, slackening of ef- 
fort through overconfidence, all result only 
in betraying and needlessly endangering 
the GI Joes who have done so magnifi- 
cently to date and who will continue the 
rapid drive to Berlin—if we keep up full 
supply of the things they need so vitally.

They Are Coming 
Home | Each Minute 


When are the men in service coming home? 
No one may say when the great flood of them 
will arrive. - 

‘But already they are arriving at the rate of almost one a minute. 
The last figures released in August showed them returning at the 
rate of 35,000 a month. By next month the figures should be about 
45,000 per month. 

Already 1,500,000 have received discharges. 

Something has happened, too, which has amazed, and frightened 
many persons. Of the million and a half who have returned 


- only one in four wanted his old job back. 


Some hated the old job. Others look back on it now and realize 
they have out-grown it. Many have new skills and want better 
jobs. Still others, having traveled and shed their old provincial, 
narrow outlook, have dreamed dreams and seen visions. 

To those who hated their jobs the war came as a welcome re- 
lief. Their stories, as some have told them to me in discussing 
newspaper jobs, run about like this: 

“I got out of school (usually high school) and took a job, I'd 
been going with a girl I was crazy about and pretty soon we got 
married. We had a’baby and there were obligations I had to meet. 
I soon found out I hated my job. I saw no future in it and it was 
not what I wanted. But I had made some progress in it and had a 


‘certain security. So, I was caught in it. The war got me out of it 


and I won't go pack if I starve; I want to do something else.” | 


Others have been inspired to take more training, or to go back 
to school so as to be able to take better jobs. The almost universal 
statement to be heard from any service man who has been in two 
or more years is, “I learned what an education ‘meant. I’m going 
to try and go back to school, night school or something.” 


There is going to be, as there has been after all wars, a great 
restlessness. We are in our third year of war. The average man is 
going to have spent about two years in the army when this is done 
as compared with about eight months in the first World War. 


There will be a lot of new ideas in the minds of the men coming 


back from this war, 
: Let us not thi for a moment 
Other Side of the Tracks that the men od have seen all 


the great wealth of equipment employed in this war, are going to 
come back with a limited viewpoint about the possibilities of his 
country. They know the greatness of it and they know it can pro- 
duce tremendously of all we need. 

If he is from the wrong side of the tracks he is going to be not 
merely impatient, but completely intolerant of any smug attitude 
about such a position and any restrictive implications. If he came 
from the slums of a city he is never going to believe it right, or neces- 
essary, for people to live in them. If from a poor, run-down share- 
crop or tenant farm, he is never again going to be able to fit his 
mind into the narrow confines of that farm and its wants and its 
grinding poverty. He is going to be intolerant of the economic sys- 
tem which makes it what if is. | 

There will be a million or so who will have new ideas about 
education. They will demand it be made more available, and more 
applicable to life. And I do not mean merely handcrafts or “trades.” 

Thousands will be asking, “Why didn’t my college years teach 
me what was going on?” 

All this is right and proper and potentially healthy. 

It calls for a great amount of positive planning. It assuredly 
calls for jobs. The administration, of the philosophy of government 
which fails to provide them, will bé swept from the political life 
of the nation. , 

If we do not have jobs we throw ourselves open to become 
the hunting grounds of every demagogue who thrives only on dis- 


content, anger and despair.

Atkinson against Judge Hines. As 
we came out of the place of vot- 
ing we met a bunch led by Joe 
Stroud, brother of John, over at 
Kite,,and thé row was on again. 
I took his length in the first round 


John, but after I went down the 
third time my friend John. Mc- 
Donough threw in his hat and 
they all said I was whipped. We 
then went on to Swrelaahaee and 
at 5:30 p. m. all voted a fourth 
time for W. Y. Atkinson, Atkinson 
was declared elected Governor; 
but Judge James K. Hines receiv- 
ed 70 per cent of thé white voter 
and should have been Governor. 
Now, since 50 years have passed 
and so much muddy water has 
gone under the Democratic bridge, 
I am not so sure that I was right, 
and if it was to do over I would 
vote one time only and that would 
be for Judge James K. Hines. He 
was a great and a good man, and 
his position at that time has been 
proven to be best for the people of 
Georgia and the south. 


I never voted for Tom Watson, 
but he, too, was a man of vision.

Americans can take just pride in the fact that no other nation 
engaged in the present world conflict is able to boast of such a 
record of unbroken victories. : 

Our principal Allies, the British, the Russians and the Chinese, 
have had their ups and downs and, indeed, have appeared at times 
to be barely hanging on the ropes. But we have moved steadily 
forward, once we recovered from the shock of the sneak attack on

Nothing Good 
In Wagner Act 


“The national labor relations act 
is a good and necessary law,” Tom 
Dewey said in his Seattle speech. 
“It acknowledges the trend of 
our times.” 

Mr. Dewey’s first statement here 
is wrong. The Wagnér act is not 
good but vicious and therefore cer- 
tainly not necessary nor even tol- 


erable in the view of anyone who 
speaks with,;such hope and prom- 
ise of the future. 

His second statement is correct. 
The Wagner act does acknowledge | 
the trend of our times and that is 
just the trouble with it, for the 
trend which it acknowledges and 
accelerates is toward totalitarian- 
ism and oppression. 

I would chance a guess- that 
Dewey worked harder on this 
speech back in his rolling office 
at the rear of his campaign train 
in the nights since we left Des 
Moines than on any statement of 
his position on any other issue. 
The subject is dangerous because 
the New Deal propaganda has de- 
ceived even some of the most con- 
servative Americans as to the true 
meaning of the Wagner act.’ I am 
willing to agree that a great ma- 
jority of the people in both parties 
regard this as “a good and neces- 
sary law.” Nevertheless they are 
wrong and it is too late now to 
unconvince them before election 
day. Dewey, himself, may be 
honestly deceived, although that 
seems unlikely, but if he is de- 
ceived now, a short experience as 
President must prove to him that 
it is impossible “to bring genuine 
freedom to the members of the 
labor movement” and drive out 
Communists and racketeers as 
long as the Wagner act remains 
law, acknowledging “the trend of 
our times.” 

Experience has shown in thou- 
sands of cases that the Wagner 
act precludes freedom in the labor 
movement and fortifies the. posi- 
tion of the Communist and rack- 
eteer, ostensibly intended to guar- 
antee the workers a right to bar- 
gain collectively through their 
chosen agents, it has compelled 
millions of men and women to ac- 
cept bargaining agents selected 
for them by the Labor Relations 
Board without consulting their 
preference or over-riding their 
preference. A minute but precious 
right of the human being and citi- 
zens which is ignored here, is the 
right not to join in collective bar- 
gaining, or to reject the services 
of a particular bargaining agent. 
Ignored in the case of the. indi- 
vidual, it seems too petty for con- 
sideration against the desires of 
the ninety and nine. But multi- 
ply that individual by a million 
and “genuine freedom” is mocked 
and abolished. 

Under the terms, interpretation 
and administration of the Wagner 
act, Communists and racketeers 
enjoy absolute immunity from dis- 
qualification because they are 
Communists or both. An avowed 
member of the Communist party 
stands on equal ground in his 
treacherous traitorism with a loyal 
American, A gangster with a long 
criminal record cannot. be rejected 
because he is a crook, however no- 
torious. The CIO igs partial to 
Communists and, in the Américan 
Federation of Labor, William 
Green, the president, and others 
high in the favor of the Roosevelt 
government, have flagrantly fa- 
vored known criminals bargain- 
ing agents for men and women 
who had no voice in their selection. 

An honest employer devoted in 
his heart to friendly and prosper- 
ous relations between industry 
and labor can be fined or even 
sent to jail 'nder the Wagner act 
for advising the workers in his 
employ that a union,boss is a Com- 
munist or a criminal. That is 
called coercion. But the Commu- 
nist or racketeer is not only per- 
mitted but officially encouraged to 
coerce the workers, |They may‘ 
coerce by organized ostracism, ter- 
rorism in union meetings, bomb- 
ing, beating and murder and they 
have done so throughout the life 
of this law without the slightest 
remonstrance from the Labor Re- 
lations Board. In fact, the board 
has no right to remonstrate, for 
Senator Robert Wagner doggedly 
saw to it that such intimidation 
should not be forbidden: in that 
law which Mr. Dewey, of all per- 
sons, now approves as “good and 
necessary.” 

In Seattle, where Dewey bowed 
to the public superstition and ig- 
norance wrought by the New Deal 
propaganda, the teamsters’ union 
and many employers made a deal. 
The employers drive their em- 
ployes into the union and the 
union boss, in return, protects the 
employers’ interests and grants 
them priviléges.” The union can 
fix prices on retail goods and serv- 
ices, place embargoes on competi- 
ting goods from other states by re- 
fusing to carry them over the 
roads and keep down competition 
from rival merchants desiring to 
start business by forbidding de- 
liveries of merchandise to their 
doors. The degree of this regu- 
lation, very pleasant, no doubt, to 
the businessman so favored, is 
controlled only by the favor of the 
union boss, not by the Wagner act 
from which he derives his power. 
He is said to be wise and “air and 
faithful to his lord, but he might 
be succeeded by a Willie Bioff un- 
der the same law. : 

In Portland and elsewhere, sev- 
eral thousands «shipbuilders em- 
ployed by Henry Kaiser and paid 
out of the people’s taxes, are com- 
pelled to join and pay tribute to a 
union which was recognized as 
their~ bargaining agent long be- 
fore they ever heard of it. Kaiser 
signed a closed shop contract with 
the boilermakers’ union for the ex- 
pedient purpose of avoiding union 
trouble when he had only a skele- 
ton crew, thus imposing this choice 
on the hordes who came later. 
Every one of them is compelled 
to buy life insurance and pay a 
premium commission to a rack- 
eteer who is the son of the union’s 
president at its office in Kansas 
City, Kan. 

This racket and the Seattle dic- 
tatorship are imposed and en- 
forced by the Wagner act, whose 
sole stated original purpose was 
to prevent the boss from firing a 


man for joining a union.

Paris Feels a New Hope, 
But It's Still Sad Underneath 


(This ts a continuation of a | 


series of articles by Gault Mac- 
Gowan describing his capture Ly 
the Germans and his experiences 
as a prisoner.) 


LONDON.—(By Wireless)—In- 
credible though it seems, it is) 
less than a month ago that I was 
watching Germans wine and dine 
in Paris. On their last night I 
saw 14 bottles of champagne con- 
sumed at one table of Germans 
and their friends. © 


The streets of Paris were grim 
and ghostlike that night. Trucks 
were parked outside the Ritz in 
the Place Vendome while German 
secretaries rushed frantically up 
and down stairs heaping in bun- 
dles of documents, their souvenirs, 
and their baggage. 


The order to quit Paris came 
in a hurry; the German desk 
dragoons couldn't believe it when 
the message came through to pack 
up and send all their heavy bag- 
gage back to Berlin. Till the last 
they believed their Fuehrer’s com- 
muniques that the Battle of Nor- 
mandy was holding and that the 
Allied breakthrough was a ruse 
to permit the destruction of Gen. 
Patton’s Army. 


Long columns of military ve- 
hicles, still draped in front-line 
camouflage, rolled all night 
through the deserted streets of the 
city. The French people had to be 
oft the streets by 10:30. Only the 
men of the FFI watched them go. 

We heard shots throughout. the 
night. We heard later that one 
burst of firing was from German 
soldiers shooting blindly into the 
shacows. They were afraid that 
every street corner and every 
shadow concealéd the lurking 
Maquisards. 

At 11 p. m. the telephones sud- 
denly went dead. The FFI had 
cut off communications. Through- 
out the night I lay awake listen- 
ing, with a German officer, gun 
at his side, sleeping in the room 
next to mine in the small hotel 
in the Montmartre. 

The scenes on the eastbound 
roads out of Paris the next day 
were almost unbelievable to those 
who saw the German army 
streaming toward Paris at the 
height of its glory in 1940. 

There were long, densely pack- 
ed columns, the remnants of once- 
proud regiments. There were 
gunners without guns, airmen 
without airplanes, panzer grena- 
di rs in farm wagons, and SS men 
on bicycles. ; 

What mechanized vehicles they 
had seemed always to be break- 
ing down and blocking the re- 
treat of those behind. It was a 
brilliant, sunshiny day, and, luck- 
ily for them, our air forces were 
occupied elsewhere. 

We hurried past rumbling tanks 
which were emitting dense clouds 
of foul black. smoke—testimony 


to the ersatz motor fuels they 


were reduced to using. Though 
the spirit was low-octane, the Ger- 
mans assured me that there was 
no shortage and the loss of Ploesti 
had made little difference. 

Whereas a few years ago the 
fuel supply was only 25 per cent 
ersatz, today it was 80 per cent, 
the result of a system of dispersed 
coal oil production plants in Po- 
land and Czechoslovakia. But 
what oil! Even my escort dis- 
liked the fumes. 

The column thinned out at 
Chateau Thierry. I réquésted per- 
mission of my escort to visit the 
American memorial of the last 
war standing on a hill above the 
town. 

Permission was granted and I 
stood there bareheaded, praying 
that our men would not have to 
fight again for those wooded 
slopes, deep ravines and the high 
ground along the Chemin des 
Dames. 


Around Chateau» Thierry I saw 
the last of the German army. | 
Everybody seemed to be biv-| 
ouacking there, although there | 
was no food in the town; the lo- | 
cust army had eaten it ‘ll. 

Paris was free again when I 
passed through it toward London. 
Instead of. German uniforms on 
the boulevards and German ve- 
hicles in the streets, there were | 
Allied uniforms everywhere and | 
Allied trucks, motor-cars and jeeps | 
in the streets. 

The Parisians were just settling 
down from their exuberant orgies 
of rejoicing. Instead of the Ger- 
man field policé controlling the 
approaching traffic, blue-bereted 
Maquisards of the FFI were hold- 
ing up the motorists and checking 
their credentials, and frightening 
people in the night time with their 
sudden challenges. 

It was still a city in military 
necupation, albeit a friendly one. 
It was not yet the Paris of old, 
despite the revival of interest in| 
Paris fashions, Paris hats and 
Parisian cooking. It was the 
cooking that was holding it back. | 


It was very hard to get a meat | 


anywhere, harder than when I 
last saw it in German hands, for | 
then the black market swayed the | 
boulevards and if you paid the | 
price everything was buyable. | 

I must confess that I didn’t ex- | 
pect to find Paris superficially | 
less gay than in the German days, | 


but it is a transitory phase and |j- 


for gaiety you must seek out the 
hearts of the people, where happi- 
ness reigns as it reigned before.

Roosevelt Gains in 17 States, Dewey in 10 


. By GEORGE GALLUP.

PRINCETON, N. J.—Surveys re- 
cently completed in 32 states com- 
prising four major sections of the 
country—the south, west-central, 
Rocky Mountain and. west coast 
areas—show. gains for President 


Roosevelt in 17 states and losses 
' 10, with sentiment in five states 
remaining unchanged. 

This is in comparison wit’ the 
Institute’s previous state-by-state 
roundup of the political situation 
published August 23. Most of the 
balloting in the present surveys 
was completed at the time Gover- 
nor Dewey started his campaign 
tour to the west. Consequently the 
results in the 32 states covered by 
today’s report do not reflect to 
any appreciable extent the effect 
of the Governor’s trip, which 
pushed the Republican campaign 
into high after more than nine 
weeks of comparatively quiet 
preparation. 

The new survey figures are 
based on civilian votes only, not 
including the armed forces. 

President Roosevelt leads in 21 
of the 32 states included in today’s 
report. This gives him 206 elec- 
toral votes, as compared to 200 in 
the same group of 32 states in the 
Institute’s late August report. 
Governor Dewey’s electoral vote 
total in these states is 68, as com- 
pared to 89in August. 

A report on the remaining 16 
states of the Union, comprising 
the crucially important New Eng- 
land, middle Atlantic and east cen- 
ae areas, will be published Sun- 

ay 

The shifts In sentiment since 
late August have been only slight. 
Oregon changed sides, moving 


from “leaning Republican” 
“leaning -Democratic,” but the 
shift in actual percentage has been 
small. Missouri, which was found 
Republican by a slight margin in 
August, is now found to be a “toss- 
up”—50 per cent for Roosevelt, 50 
per cent for Dewey. ‘ 

The reader should bear in mind 
that all scientific sampling polls 
are subject to a margin of error 
averaging between three and four 
percentage points. This margin 
must be taken into‘account in in- 
terpreting today’s results. 

Because of the margin of error, 
no state in the table below is list- 
ed as “safe” for a candidate un- 
less hig vote there is 54 per cent 
or more. Where either candidate 
leads by less than 54 per cent, the 
terms leaning Republican or lean- 
ing Democratic are used. 

The figures above do not consti- 
tute a forecast of how each state 
will go in November. They re- 
flect only the present situation. 
New surveys will be made be- 
tween now and election day in 
each state.

Have been taking the calcium 
and B shots twice a week. Have 
to wait around a long while for 
the nurse to give these shots. Isn’t 
it A vagy pe to take it by mouth?— 
(Miss R. H.) 

Answer—From your inquiry, 
and numerous. other like it, I fear 
there may have been a misprint. I 
know of no particular reason for 
taking vitamin B, with calcium. In 
my opinion calcium is best taken 
by mouth in 99 cases out of a hun- 
dred. Only in rare emergencies 
are “shots” (a moron word for 
hypodermic injections or injections 
into muscle or injections into the 
vein) necessary or justifiable. Not 
vitamin B, but sunshine vitamin 
D should be taken with calcium— 
vitamin D is in fact essential for 
fassimilation, utilization and reten- 
tion of calcium, whether it be the 
calcium in food (milk, cheese, 
green leafy vegetables, peanuts, 
beans, etc.) or calcium in medi- 
cinal form. Send stamped self ad- 
dressed envelope and ask for (no 
clipping) the pamphlet “Calcium 
and Rheumatiz” or the pamphlet 
“Adult Tetany and Growing 
Paine.”

HOW TO STORE ONIONS AT

1, Select good, fully dry onions.

If too warm they sprout; a 
temperature just above freezing is 
best. A pantry or attic is usual

NEW BOOK NEWS

“Babes in the Wood” (Putnam) 
by Marian Sturges-Jones—In this 
slender, zany volume you will 


Ylaugh your way through the ’teen- 


age memories of Marian Sturges- 
Jones and her mother. 


Margaret Landon, who wrote 
the popular “Anna and the King 
of Siam,” has been signed by Long- 
mans, Green & Company for a 
new book in this firm's “Pagea 
of History” series, to be known as 
“The Pageant of Malayan His- 
tory.” Some other new titles in 
this series are “The Pageant of 
India’s History” by Gertrude 
Emerson Sen, whose 
India” has been republished by 
John Day after being out of print 
for several years; “The Pageant 
of Middle American History,” by 
Anne Merriman Peck, author of 
fine histories of South America 
and Canada; and “The Pageant of 
Russian History,” by Elizabeth 
Seeger, whose “Pageant of Chinese 
History” has just been reissued 
in a tenth printing with a new 
chapter on “The Republic.” 


Another item on how authors 
get titles for their books—in this 
case, Cecil Roberts and his new 
novel, “One Small Candle” (Mac- 
millan): On the day Mr. Roberts 
left England for a lecture tour in 
America, he saw on the roadside 
near his cottage a new memoria! 
stone which had been erected in 
memory of a pet dog killed by an 
automobile, The inscription so im- 
pressed Mr. Roberts that it linger- 
ed in his mind. “There is not 
enough darkness in all the world 
to put out the light of one small 
candle.” In blacked-out Europe, it 
rang like a challenge: and is a 
most fitting title for the story he 
tells of a love and a faith that 
could not be extinguished. 


Described by Hudson Strode, of 
Alabama, as “not only a compre- 
hensive introduction to Latin 
America (but) a liberal education 
as well,” “The Green Continent” 
(Knopf) is an anthology of selec- 
tions from the writings of more 
than 30 Latin-American authors. 


The selections, made and edited 
by German Arciniegas, who has 
prefaced each with an introduction 
written by himself, are intended 
to present to the readers of this 
country a comprehensive view of 
the lands and the peoples of the 
South American continent. Here 
are excerpts which illuminate the 
Latin-American scene where only 
now after four centuries the peo- 
ple of the many republics are 
crossing the division line which 
separated their Middle Ages from 
their Renaissance and their recog- 
nition of a modern world. Here 
are the color and the pageantry 
of mountain, jungle and plain; of 
primitive villages and modern 
cities which number populations 
of a million and more: of dicta- 
tors and of the multitude of work- 
ing people. Writings from the 
works of new authors—Arguedas, 
of Bolivia; Vasconcelos, of Mexico: 
Marin, of Chile—are to be found 
in the volume, as well as excerpts 
from better-known writers—Aran- 
ha, Brazil; Sarmiento, Argentina: 
Alegria, Peru: Mistral, Chile. 


Back in 1943, Dr. D. W. Brogan 
did a book, “The English People,” 
which was designed to inform 
Americans about the institutions, 
traditions and heritage of modern 
England. Now along comes Dr. 
Brogan with a companion volume, 
“The American Character” 
(Knopf), which should inform not 
only the English, but the Ameri- 
cans themselves, about this great
